New Resolution, Enfbracing 
Constitutional Amendment, 


| Presented in the House. 


By a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 6.—When 
the House met today Kronck (Dem.) of 
St. Louis introduced the following joint 
and concurrent resolution to remove the 
capital: 

Be it resolved by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the/Senate concurring, as fol- 
lows: 

At the general election to be held the 
Tuesday next following the first Mon- 
day in November, 1904, an amendment to 
the constitution of Missouri shall be sub- 
mitted to the qualified voters of the state 
in the following words: 

The seat of government shall be re- 
moved from tho city of Jefferson and lo- 
cated at St. Louis, provided, the city of 
St. Louis shall grant and* donate to the 
state 20 acres of Jand for a site, which 
shall be approved and accepted by the 
commission, congisting of the governor, 
secretary of state, auditor, treasurer and 

‘Provided,’ further, the City of St. Lou!s 
shall donate to the state $1,000,000 or may 
deposit with the governor sufficient secur- 
ities or obligations’ to guarantee the pay- 
ment of the same. Plans and location: of 
the capitol, armory, executive mansion and 
supreme court building shall be approved 
by said commission and when completed 
and ready for occupancy, the public records 
and personal] property of the state shall be 
removed to such new public buildings and 
St. Louis shall thereupon become the ner- 
manent seat of government. 

The city of St. Louis may make an issue 
of 6-20 non-taxable 3-per-cent bonds not to 
exceed in amount $1,000,000 and such bonds 
may be ordered issued by a majority of 
those voting at a special election called for 
that purpose by the county court and con- 
ducted generally in the manner provided 
by law for the issuing of bonds for the 
erection of said courthouses. §6aid  cley 
bonds shall be given to the state for the 
purpose of assisting in paying for the erec- 
tion of the buildings provided for herein. 

The commissiion hereby constitued shal! 
have full power, by a majority vote, to 
carry out the provisions and intent of this 
amendment, and such new buildings shal! 
be completed as néar as may be possible on 


or before Nov. 1, 1907, unless such com- 
mission, for good cause, grant further 
time. 


The resolution will take the course of the 
regular bills, and will be referred to a 
committee tomorrom.

CARBONDALE, IIL, Feb. 6.—As the re- 
sult of a street duel at 7:% o'clock last 
evening, Silas Farmer, city marshal of 
De Sito, a small mining town five miles 
north of this city, at the junction of the 
lilinols Central and 8t. Louls Valley Rail- 
roads, and his son, Law®@ence, aged 2, 
lie dangerously wounded with the injuries 
to the latter probably fatal. 

The tragedyis the result of a series of 
troubles existing between tge two for sev- 
eral weeks, the son being a hard drinker, 
and the father an exemplary citizen and 
officer. 

The town has been noted for its tough 
charact@™s, and to change its moral atmos- 
phere, Farmer accepted jhe appointment 
as marshal. 

Wednesday the son became drunk, and 
the father attempted his arrest. A fight 
ensued, in which the son was several times 
knocked dewn with a billy. He was taken 
to the calabocse by his father and locked 
up for the night. 

Yesterday morning the father went to the 
police magistrate and paid his son’s fine 
and reteased him, warning him that further 
escapades, such as had occurred in the 
past, would be more serious, and that no 
further fines wculd be paid by the father. 

During the afternoon the son procured a 
revolver and publicly stated he would kill 
his father. Meeting him later, he opened 
fire on the officer, firing three shots, one 


and the third in the hand. 

The father fired twice, one bullet passing 
through the son’s leg and the other through 
the chest. The latter is regarded as a 
mortal wound.

Rescuers who had just fished George 
Stewart and his horse and wagon out of 


the Mississippi river at the foot of Chesi- 


nut street, at 9:15 o'clock Friday morning. 
were startled to see a two-horse team rush- 
ing down the hill toward the river at a 
tremendous gait. 

Poles and hooks used in pulling Stewart 
and his rig out of the water, had not been 
laid aside, and the gang of men who had 
saved one life prepared to save another. 

The big wagon careened from side to side 
as the horses galloped across the cobbic- 
stona pavement of the levee. 

The driver tugged with all his might on 
the lines, but the frenzied horses did not 
slacken their speed until they reached the 
water's brink. 

They were abont 5° feet north of the 
place where Stewart's horse had run into 
the river. 

After a barely perceptible pause the 
team rushed into the river. but when the. 
water was s0 deep that they could just hold 
their heads out of water, the remnants of:

Col. A. M. Jackson, who conducted the 
Western Military Academy at Upper Al- 
ton, which was destroyed by an incendiary 
fire, is trying to secure a lease on the 
Clifton Hotel at Clifton Terrace. If he is 
successful the summer resort hostelry will 
be used as classrooms and barracks for the 
cadets. 

Alton citizens have a theory thot the 
fire which burned the academy was the 
work of some of the cadets with a mania 
for setting fires. Col. Jackson, although he 
believes the fire was started by an incen- 
diary, declares his belief that none of the 
students are implicated. He has issued 
orders to all the cadets to return to their 
homes until further notice. 

Fifty thousand dollars damage, half of 
op Pwhich is covered by insurance, was the 
estimate made by adjusters Friday over 
the smoldering ruins of barrack B and Wy- 
man Hall, the principal buildings of West- 
ern Military Acadenmy at Upper Alton. 

Cadets and officers lost all of their per- 
sonal belongings. Col. A. M. Jackson, 
president of the academy, said positively 
Onn mg that the fire was of incendiary 
or 

The fire was discovered at 7 o'clock 
Thursday evening in the attic of barrack 
B. The barrack was a three-story brick 
building, an addition to the old wooden 
building, to which the fire was quickly 
communicated. 

The Alton fire department nied 
sromptuly, but both buildings were urned 
o the ground. The frame building was 
known as Wyman Academy, and had many 
historic associations. Edward Wyman of 
St. Louis, built it almost 680 years ago, and 
it was a favorite school with the past gen- 
eration of St. Louisans.

Barracks A was de- 
stroyed by fire Jan. 10, causing a loss of 
$12,000. There were rumors of incendlarism 
at that time, but the theory was doubted 
until the fires,of this week gave it con- 
firmation. 

All the cadets are shelterless, but they

PLANNED TO KILL 
THE RULER OF ITALY 


Replies Volubly to All Interrogatories 
and Bitterly Assails Society as 
the Cause of All Exist- 
ing” Evils. 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 6.—The trial of Gen- 
naro Rubino, the Italian ana&arehist, on the 
charge of attempting to assassinate King 
Leopold, Nov. 15, by firing three shots 
at him while he was returning from the 
cathedral here after attending a Te Deum 
in memory of the late Queen Henriette, 
Was opened today in the assize court. 

Large crowds of people gathered in the 
vicinity of the court, but only the wit- 
nesses, lawyers and reporters were ad- 
mitted. .

How a Paralytic Sews Without the 
Use of His Hands.

DES MOINES, Io., Feb. 6—Dr. C. H. 
Hoffman, Ph. D., M. D., of the cheir of 
pathology, bacterologist, toxicologist and 
physiological chemistry, and secretary of 
the faculty of the Iowa College of Physi- 
cians and Burgeons, has tendered his resig- 
nation. Before doing so he stated to Dean 


Will Bell that his name was not Hoffman 
at all; that he had married, his wife, taken 
out life insurance and had been graduated 
under a different name. 

his name he refused to divulge. The 
crisis has been eg og or by a request 
from Dean Bell that Dr. Hoffman produce 
his diplomas. .- 

Hoffman has acquired the reputation of 
beirg the greatest insanity expert in lowa, 
and his fame has extended ail over the 
West. He has been. connected. with Min- 
nesota medical institutions, Iowa State 
College and was chief physician at the 
Iowa Insane Hospital at ount Pleasant, 
when he came to Des Moines to join the 
institution from which he resigned today. 

Suspicion was aroused when he refused 
to permit publication of his photograph in 
a university catalogue. He was graduated 
from Heidelberg, spent two years in 
America, returned to Europe for two years 
at Munich, then came to America, where 
he claims he became insane and wag an 
inmate of the Mount Pleasant Hospital. 

He recovered, and his wonderful talent 
was called into requisition under an as- 
sumed name, which, he claims, was at the 
advice of Bupt. Hoyt, who suggested that 
only in this way could he escape the ignorn- 
as * attached to insanity. 

rs. Hoffman, it is said, was unaware 
of his double identity, and is prostrated by 
the revelations.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Southerners got 
even with President Roosevelt last night 
by staying away from his reception to 
members of Congress. They did not want 
to rub elbows with negroes again. 

There were fewer members present than 
at any White House reception to Congress 
since Cleveland's last administration. Near- 
ly twenty-five hundred invitations were Is- 
sued, but less than eighteen hundred per- 
sons responded. 

There were few senators there. Only one 
southern senator attended—Pritchard of 
North Carolina. Almost all the representa- 
tives from Kentucky, Tennessee and West 
Virginia accepted the President's hospital- 
ity. Among the southerners present were 
the venerable Gen. Hooker of Mississippi, 


and Robertson of Louisiana. The entire 
Virginia delegation wert absent. 

Not more than twenty senators all told 
aid their respects. The Officials of the 
Vhite House said that many of the sen- 
iors are very old and do not &s a rule 
accert invitations to evening levees. Never- 
theless, it wus apparent that the inciden 
ef the negroes present at the last rece 
tion has rankled, at least with the sou 
ern legislators.

Says He Was Forced to Re- 
sign by Representative 
Bankhead. 


THIS ACTION FORCED : 
OFFER OF RESIGNATION 


Will Deliver Lectures Advocating In- 
creased Appropriations and a Gen- 
eral Building Up of the Navy, 
Which Is Now Inadequate 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—Capt. Richmond 
Pearson Hobson, who sank the Merrimac 
at Santiago, accuses Representative Bank- 
head of Alabama of holding up his request 
for retirement and of forcing him to hand 
in his resignation. The captain, who is 
very much emaciated, shaded his eyes 
with his hand as he talked. After referring 
to the effect on his eyesight of his work at 
Cavite and Hong Kong, and relating the 
well-known facts in connection with his 
application for retirement, he said: 

“When the bill to retire me was about 
to come up before the House committee I 
went to Representative Bankhead of the 
Sixth Alabama district, in which 1 reside, 
and asked him to aid me. I expected, 
naturally, that he would do so without any 
urging on my part, after he learned of 
my condition. 

“To my surprise, he refused point-blank, 
not only to take charge of the bill, but to 
help it along in any way. Not only that, 
but he caused his secretary, who is corre- 
spondent for a number of Alabama news- 
papers, to send and have printed false and 
malicious statements, the gist of which was 
that I was anxious to retire on a pension, 
and thus have leisure to go into politics 
and seek office on what reputation I mignt 
have gained by my services to my country. 
Here is a telegram I received today from 
the navy department, asking me to recall 
my resignation, lf it were possible I woul 
do s0, but there is no opt left me. 
must get out of the service or go blind. Of 
course, my request will be granted in time, 
because I have incorporated in it the de- 
sire that I shall be kept on the reserve 
list. In case of trouble I want to be with 
the fleet.’’ 

“Have you any intention of going into 
politics?’ he was asked. 

“That is a question I cannot answer at 
this time,”’ he replied. 

“What are your intentions as to your 
course after you leave the navy?” - 

“I intend to deliver a course’ of lectures 
advocating increased appropriations and a 

eneral building up of the navy,’’ said Capt. 

obson. ‘I intend to advocate an appro- 
ye of $40,000,000 this year and 360,- 

000 next year, and $60,000,000 the 
year following. With this amount to be ex- 
pended, we could have a navy by 190 that 
would be a credit to the United States. It 
sounds like a lot of money, but every cent 
is needed.’”’ 

Our navy, he says, is utterly inadequate. 
It is undermanned and some of the ships 
are practically useless. In case of a war 
with Germany or England, he says, ne 
hates to contemplate the possible outcome, 


BANKHEAD SAYS 
HE SAID NOTHING 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Representative 
Bankhead of Alabama, who is charged by 
Capt. Hobson with preventing his retire- 


ment and forcing him to resign from the 
navy, said: 

“T have never spoken to any member of 
the naval commission, which have charge 
of all retirements, about Capt. Hobson, 
either for or against his retirement. Capt. 
Hobson is a free man and can suit himself 
about entering politics in Alabama. I shall 
not do anything to prevent his being re- 
tired by Congress, and I have refrained 
from interfering in the matter, and shall 
not do so. The statement of Capt. Hobson 
that my secretary. Lucien J. Walker, wno 
is the correspondent for some Alabama 
newspapers, has circulated stories against 
him is also untrue. If Hobson wants to 
resign from the navy or be retired and run 
against me for Congress in Alabama, he is 
at perfect liberty to do so. I could not pre- 
vent his doing so if I desired. 

Secretary Moody has decided, in view of 
Capt. Hobson's declination to reeonsider 
his proffered resignation, to accept the 
same. He will take occasion formally to 
record the navy’s high appreciation of the 
officer’s worth. 


ASKS COURT FOR HIS CHILD 


Robert Barcker’s Effort to Get Boy 
and Girl Caused Report of 
Kidnaping. 


Henry N. Barcker of St. Louis, whose ef- 
forts to get his two children caused Clay- 


ton residents to believe a kidnaping was 
being attempted, was advised Friday to 
begin habeas corpus proceedings. One of 
the children is a girl, aged 13, and the other 
a boy, aged 10. Since their mother marrie¢@s 
Otto Mi ler they have been living with her 
in Clayton. 

Barcker, accompanied by his brother, 
went to Clayton Thursday and asked the 
prosecuting attorney for some legal means 
of. getting his children. He said their step- 
father abused them. After he had been 
informed a habeas corpus application was 
his best remedy, he caught sight of his son 
on the street and in following the boy 
eaused citizens to believe he intended to 
kidnap him.

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THE CAPITAL REMOVAL QUESTION. 


The proposal to remove the state capital from Jefferson City 


to St. Louis is not of so much consequence to St. Louis as to the, 


whole Btate of Missouri. 

The acquisition of the capital will not- sensibly affect either the 
population or the business activities of this city. The addition 
uf a few state officers and the biennial visit of several hun- 
Gred legislators and legislative clerks would hardly create a 
ripple in the life of the state’s metropolis. ' 

But the location of the capital in the chief city of the state 
would dignify the capital. If the removal were made in the 
right way—that is to say, if the state would acquire an ap- 
propriate site and erect thereon a capitol and other necessary 
estate buildings of a magnitude and beauty of design worthy of 
the great rich State of Missouri—the result would be beneficial 
to the state. Missouri is entitied to a magnificent capitol build- 
ing of the best design and ricicst materiaim—a work of art, testi- 
fying in its design and materials the wealth, intelligence and 
progress of the state. 

There is no other place in the state where so many people 
would see a stately and beautiful capitol of this kind, and see- 
ing it would judge from its character of the character of the 
people of Missouri. 

But Missouri ought not to ask the city of St. Louis to build 
her capital, or to contribute more than her share of taxes to its 
erection. The state is out of debt and is rich in wealth-pro- 
ducing Industries and resources. Her people are prosperous. 
The state could well spare a few millions to erect suitable quar- 
ters for the atate government. Besides, St. Louis, under the 
present proportion of taxes, would pay about one-third of the 
cost of a new capitol. 

St. Louis is a part of Missouri. It is tha chief city of the state. 
In utilizing the chief city as a state capital and erecting here a 
superb capitol building, the State Legislature would not only 
adorn the state’s metropolis, but would realize the advantage 
of combining its capital with a great city and of placing the 
seat of government within the view of thousands who would 
otherwise never see it. 

Formerly it .was argued that a seat of state government 
should be located in a small secluded town free from the pos- 
sible vicious influences of a great city. But in view of the 
growth of railway, telegraph and telephone facilities this argu- 
ment has lost its force. The city’s influence can reach any 
small town, while the experience of Jefferson City suggests 
the necessity of removing the smal! secluded town from the 
vicious influences of the state government. 


“Not only would the people of Chicago get cheaper light under 
municipal ownership, but heat covld be furnished in every home 
at such a price as would make another coal famine impossible,” 
is the way the case is put to the Illinois legislature. That coal 
famine preventive looks like a knockdown argument, 


Gen. Booth’s hope to settle ‘poor families in Louisiana, where 
they will not be affected by coal famines and where they may 
easily ontain a livelihood, ought to be realized. It would be 
another triumph for the Salvation Army. 


It is astonishing that with a population of perhaps 700,000 peo- 
ple there are only 24,411 dogs in St. Louis. Yet this is a marvel- 
ous increase of the canine population previous to the present ad- 
ininistration.

DUEL WAS FOUGHT 
WITH THE KM 


Sanguinary Fight That Ap- 
parently Was Over a 
Game of Cards. 


REDDING, Cal, Feb. @6—Armed with 
nine-inch blade knives, two men fought 
& duel to the death last night in a small 
cabin at Silverthorn’s Ferry over the Pit 
river, 26 miles from Redding. As a result 
of the affray George Silverthorn is dead 
and Lee Barnes cannot live. The two men 
lived in a small house near the old-fash- 
ioned ferry owned by the Silverthorn fam- 
tiv. With them lived Ora Silverthorn, who 


was the only witness to the affair, and he 
saw only the ending of it. When he retired 
late in the evening in the same room, 
Barnes and Silverthorn were playing cards 
for small stakes. 

Ora was sleeping soundly when he was 

awakened by angry words and scuffling 
feet. Barnes and Silverthorn were stand- 
ing up slashing at one another. The 
knives were exactly alike, each havin 
a nine-inch blade and a_ substantia 
handle. Blood was running from each of 
them, and Ora could see it was a duel to 
the death. Words from him of attempted 
pacification were unheeded. The duelists 
dared not take their eyes from one an- 
other, and Ora did not dare to get be- 
tween them. Again and again the ugby 
knives were plunged into one or the 
other. Fimally, stabbed in a dozen places, 
Silverthorn fell to the floor and expired.

PITTSBURG, Feb. 6.—The Baltimore & 
Ohio is preparing to conduct a series of 
experiments in signaling between Sharps- 
burg and Wildwood, on the Pittsburg & 
Western. It is a system which the in- 
ventor believes will thoroughiy equal the 
electro-pneumatic system of automatic 


py moet gr 4 and at a greatly reduced cost. A 
snal is given an engineman by the ring- 
rr of an electric bell in the locomotive 
cab when the main tracks ahead mre 
weccked. The system, togetlver with the 
appliances, has been originated by M. J. 
Leonard of Allegheny. , 

To the end that experiments may be con- 
ducted on a broad and satisfactory basis, 
the main tracks of.the Baltimore & Ohio 
between Sharpsburg and Wildwood, a dis- 
tance of slightly over nine miles, are being 
supplied with connecitng wires at rail 
joints for the purpose of forming electric 
metallic circuits. The work is being car- 
ried forward under the _ supervision of 
Signal Foreman P. H. Carroll. It will be 
necessary to establish battery § stations 
at convenient intervals along the road. 
Three locomotives are a.so being equipped 
with the necessary electric apparatus. 

The arrangement is such that. when the 
installation has been completed an engine 
properly equipped and passing over the 
section and into a given block will auto- 
matically ring an electric. bell in the cab 
ot the locomotive, provided the block 
ahead be occupied by another train. Seem4 
ingly, there is no doubt but what the sys- 
tem wiil properly transmit a signal. 

An official of the railroad company, in 
speaking of the matter, directed attention 
to this point. The ordinary method of op- 
erating automatic signals is on a normal 
danger basis. That is to say, the signais 
only clear a block when the mechanism is 
in proper working order and when the 
tracks are clear. If a derangement of the 
system occurs at any point and the circults 
fail to work, the semaphore blades assume 
the horizontal position (danger) until the 
cifficulty has been found and removed. In 
the case of the system ‘now being experi- 
mented with, while signals may ordinarily 
ve transmitted, still, in case of derange- 
ment, it is thought that the same satisfac- 
tory 'resuits, so conspicuous a feature of 
the normal danger system, would not be 
present. The experiments, however, will 
be conducted on a broad basis, and if the 
present apparatus does not meet all re- 
quirements, suggestions may come about 
that will net a high degree of efficiency. 

In the. movement of trains upon main 
tracks there appears to be an opening for 
some good method of signaiing that will 
enforce its mandate whether or not the en- 
gineer is disposed to at once stop. For in- 
stance, a semaphore shows ‘‘caution.’’ Many 
a wreck has been caused by an engineer 
sailing by, expec ting to see the danger sig- 
nal head ‘‘arop,”’ when, as a matter of fact, 
his expectations were not realized, and a 
disastrous wreck resulted. Had the 
“caution” signal been obeyed no trouble 
woulid have ensued. The point is to have 
a positive system that will enforce obey- 
ment irrespective of the engineer, and this 
without injury to the equipment. This re- 
sult might .possibly be achieved by some 
mechanical appliance that would automati- 
cally apply the air brakes when an en- 
gineer attempted to run his engine beyona 
the danger point. There are a number of 
things to be taken into consideration in 
connection with the subject. but it, appar- 


ently, possesses some desirable possibili- 
ties.

As Mr. Howlett himself put it, in his 
instructions to his son: ‘This is to be a 
reception to widows, no spinsters or other 
degrees and condition of women, and I am 
to be the only bird on the perch.” 

This quaintness of expression is charac- 
teristic of the elder Mr. Howlett and not 
new to the public, for he was the original 
of ‘“‘David Harum.’’

“I am here to engage the highest class 
talent available for a concert, which is 
to be part of the entertainment, and 
will try my best to have the program 
comprised ws of widows. I have con- 
ferred with a leading local manager and 
hope to accomplish the task. 

‘Neither my father nor myself had 
any idea of providing for guests in such

When 
I left home 138 had been invited, but 
my father has found 22 more, and there 
will be at least 160 guests.
